THE nUDGKT SPEECH. 

'I'lie pfoviiiLMiil sucretury's speech on tlie 
biuigot \vas i\ c!o:\r unci conciao exposition 
(it tliu iiiipnived liiiaiieiiil coiulitimi of the 
country. It \vill be fomulat cimsideMible 
length in the report of yesterda.y's pro- 
ceedings. The public will agree with the. 
honorable gentleman when ho claims for 
llio policy uf the £;overiiinenl the credit of 
havirii,' lifted the country from a coudi- 
lion of slothfulnesa and inipecuiiiosity to a 
state of comparative independence and ac- 
tivity. Every interest was commented 
upon in the speech and, to say the very 
least, I he cotiditlon of things is must 
gratifying. It will bo seen that the gov- 
ernment have iiiken the prooaution to 
arrange for a loan at f> [tor cent., so that, 
«hould a hitch occur in the passage of the 
Settlement Hill ,at Ottawa, there need be 
no dcl.ay in the prosecution of public 
works contemplated in the estimates. 
'I'his is a wise precaution. Although in 
the opinion of the government and its 
supporters the defeat of the bill (whicli 
would mean the cnllapsi: of tiie .Miicdon- 
ald administration) is beyond ihe rangf 
of possibility, it is well to be [U-epared 
for every contingency. 'I'his aiinounce- 
niont, as was expected, brought the lead- 
er of the opposition to his feet in depre- 
cation of the loan; but it will be 
remembered that last apriiii^, when it was 
found that the Soltlenient Bill would not 
then be presented tu the Dominion par- 
liament und the policy of internal iin- 
jirovoment adopted by the provincial 
government must bo postponed in conse- j 
quonco, Mr. Bcavcn and his organs de- 
nounced the government for not having 
prepared for the contingency of failure by 
asking the house ior authority to i.ilse 
money by loan. The adoption of that | 
very course now iueet.s with their disap- | 
probation! The debate which followed ] 
the speech will be f.iiind of interest.
